On my last trip to my hometown, Richmond, Virginia, I was in to see and visit with an old 
friend who happens to be a coin dealer. My friend and I started to collect coins back a 
long time ago, and enjoyed the hobby very much. Well my friend Bill deceided to become a 
dealer and I stayed a collector. After a number of years of collecting I became very dis¬ 
enchanted because nothing could be kept at home and had to be locked up in a bank vault.
